Bar Nursery, 
. a 
“By and by I belleve apple trees 
will follow mén into the Arétle efr- 
ele, thoueh it's coming slow,” said 
Robert Easton, owner of the Clover 


Bar Nursery to a representative of the 
Bulletin who visited his fatm, twelve 
miles due east of Bdmonten, on Sat- 
urday afternoon. Mr, Easton has for 
several years past been indefatigable 
in his efforts to aecelimate frult trees 
which thrive in eastern Canada, such 
as the apple, pear, peach and plum, 
At considerable expense he has im- 
ported many varieties of each kind 
and as a reward for his ldbor has how 
apple trees and plum treés bearing 
fruit. These trees have not been 
raised by hot-hovse methods. Mr. 
Kaston believes that the only way to 
bring outdoor plants to hardihood is 
to let them take care of themselves. 
So all the treés that stana on the 
Easton nursery have had to etrugg@loe 
without artificial protection of any 
kind, 

Propagates Climate-Proot Trees. 

Once the ucclimated plants or trees 
have borne seed, Mr, Edston reekons 


| that he has conquered their particular 


spevies. From the weed of these plunts 
ean be grown Invariably plants 


that will thrive as though they ‘were 


indigenous ‘to the climate ih “which 
the parent plant struggied for extet- 
ence. From his apple and plum trées 


this year he looks for seed from “whith 
hardy, climute-proof trees ¢an be pro- 
pagated, 

Mr. Easton has also some healthy 
specimens of Sibertun crab apple trees 
four years old Which were rafsed frdém 


three-inch seedlings. Sdme of thése 
trees, which are over tive feet ‘high, 
may bloom next year 


Peach, Pears wad Cherry Trees, 

Peach trees, pear trees and cherry 
trees in various stages of growth are 
making hopeful progress, They have 
sull a long und dangerous road to 
travel before they reach the polit of 
compurative security uttained by the 
apple and plum trees Sun-scald may 
attack them, or any ofthe hundred 
one plant diseases to which Im- 
ported plants are Subject in a strange 
climate, 

A Great Crop of Currants, 

The currant and gooseberry bushes 
are the most practical producing 
plants on the Buston nufsery. ere 
two thousand five-year-old curfant 
bushes of the red, white and black 
varieties now are bearing. The 
branches of the bushes hang low with 
their welght of berries. “Mr. Eastén 
estimates his currant crop this year 
at sixty bushels, At first the usual 
trouble was experienced with the @tffe 
rant and 00seberry bushes. They 
were frequently frozen out. The pre- 
sent hardy stock are what Mr, Easton 
terms “the great grandchildren of tho 
parent stock.” There are five thou- 
sand currant bushes in the nursery. 

Ouks Bearing Acorns, 

Mr. Kaston has succeeded in ace 
climating many Varieties of trees. It 
is his ambition to acclimate some of 
the mighty giants of the forest, sueh 
as the oak, Half a thousand young 
burr-oak trees are now bearing acorns 
the Clover Bar Nursery 
“I don't expect some Kinds of oak 
to grow here, but I'm geing down to 
Ontario this fall to pick up the seed 
of white oak and red oak and try it 


anyway,” said Mr. Baston, Who never 


admits an impossibility In tree cultate
